Jail for ‘show off driver

A YOUNG driver who caused a dev¬ 
astating crash while showing off 
how fast he could go on a narrow 
country lane has been jailed. 

Tom Johnson, of Lophams Close, 
Haverhill, drove at “no less than 
61mph” on Great Drove at Upware, 
near Ely, Cambridge Crown Court 
was told. 

The crash left his passenger para¬ 
lysed from the chest down. 

Johnson, 21, also filmed the in¬ 
cident intending to show off to 


friends later, but the footage was 
not shown to the court. 

Johnson was sentenced to 18 
months in jail last Friday after pre¬ 
viously pleading guilty to causing 
serious injury by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

He was also disqualified from 
driving for three years, and ordered 
to take an extended retest. 

Tim Brown, prosecuting, said the 
crash happened on April 23 last 
year on the road, which has a speed 
limit of 60mph. 

Despite this, others who used 
the road said they would drive at 
20mph, and police heading to the 
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scene of the crash had to brake be¬ 
cause the road was so bumpy. 

The incident ended in Johnson 
losing control of his Toyota Yaris 
and careering into a tree. 

His friend was left with a broken 
neck and a severe spinal injury, 
meaning he is now paralysed from 
the chest down. 

The victim, who has four chil¬ 
dren, also needed 72 stitches in his 
head. 


Firefighters took more than an 
hour to cut him free from the car. 

Peter Fownds, mitigating, said: 
“There is obvious remorse here 
and the defendant has lost a close 
friendship. Understandably, the 
victim wants nothing to do with 
him. 

“This was one particular day of 
serious misjudgment. 

“There were no drink or drugs in¬ 
volved.” 

Sentencing Johnson, Recorder 
Timothy Green said: “I accept that 
since the crash you constantly wish 
the roles were reversed for you and 
your friend. 


“You did all this to show off how 
fast you could drive. You knew it 
was a risk, you went down that lane 
because you knew how bumpy it 
was. 

“There are road signs warning 
drivers not to go too fast. 

“Your friend has been left para¬ 
lysed probably for the rest of his life. 

“I accept you feel huge remorse 
which will stay with you for the rest 
of your life. 

“The offence guidelines do not 
deal with the harm done in this 
case; it’s hard to imagine many cas¬ 
es where the harm could be much 
greater.”

Town making a comeback 


FIFTY years ago Londoners were 
encouraged to move out of the hus¬ 
tle and bustle to towns on the out¬ 
skirts of the capital. 

Haverhill on the Suffolk/Cam¬ 
bridgeshire border was one of 
those towns but after the closure of 
its railway it became a less popular 
option. 

According to some estate agents, 
the town is having a resurgence in 
popularity with Cambridge’s com¬ 
muters who can now afford far more 
for their buck than in the big city. 

In 2012 fonathan Dimbleby said 
in a Radio 4 Q&A that Haverhill was 
cursed with “unemployment and 
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poverty.” 

But according to Jamie Warner an 
estate agent with Cheffins, who has 
worked in the profession for more 
than 20 years, that couldn’t be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. He says that the 
town isn’t rundown and many of the 
new buyers are Cambridge com¬ 
muters. 

He said people are surprised by 
what they find. “People still think 
there must be something wrong 
with the area. They don’t know why 


it’s so cheap. T didn’t die, my car 
wasn’t broken into and my tyres 
weren’t slashed’, they kind of want 
to say that without saying it. 

“The Haverhill master plan is key 
to it in terms of the town centre. The 
arts centre is really good and gives 
people something to do.” 

According to Mr Warren it’s the 
town’s community feel which has 
drawn people back in despite the 
absence of public transport links 
like the railway. 

The estate agent said he has also 
seen a growing number of couples 
moving to Haverhill after years 
in London because of the better 


standard of living they can achieve, 
and the opportunity to settle down. 

Mr Warner says that for the price 
of a small property in London a fam¬ 
ily could afford a four bedroom de¬ 
tached house with a double garage 
and en suite for the same amount 
as a two up, two down residence in 
London. 

A three bedroom house on one 
of Haverhill’s new developments 
on average costs £275,000, and 
£325,000 for a four bedroom home. 

In Cambridge the same type 
of house could cost between 
£500,000 to £800,000 according to 
properties currently available on 


the Rightmove website. 

Mr Warner highlighted a growth in 
the number of workers from Adden- 
brooke’s buying homes in Haverhill 
and commuting over the last 10 
years. He said that some of the out¬ 
lying villages like Little Wratting and 
Balsham were proving popular with 
surgeons and other hospital staff. 

He believes that the rise of Haver¬ 
hill in particular is all about fam¬ 
ily connections. People who had 
family who moved during the 60s 
from London are re-exploring that 
avenue and sharing it with friends. 
“It’s a definite ripple effect, “ said Mr 
Warner.

£65,000 grant

CRIME 

Burglaries more than halved in January 


THE latest crime figures for 
Haverhill show a general fall 
during January. 

The number of burglaries 
in the Haverhill area 
dropped from 10 in 
December to just three in 
January. 

Two of the burglaries were 
in the Haverhill East ward 
where intruders gained 
entry to a home in one 


instance, only taking the 
door key. 

Another raid happened 
in Clare where intruders 
gained access to a house 
and searched it, but did not 
appear to take anything. 

The three incidents are 
not thought to be linked. 

Anti-social behaviour 
fell from 39 incidents in 
December to 36 in January 


and violence with injury 
went down from 30 to 29. 

But cases of serious 
sexual offences rose to five 
from two in December and 
there were two robberies in 
January compared to none 
in December. 

The total number of 
recorded investigations fell 
from 290 in December to 
253 in January.

Duo raise funds for air ambulance 


SUFFOLK and Haverhill 
Chambers of Commerce have 
welcomed the Government’s 
U-turn on changes to Na¬ 
tional Insurance announced 
in last week’s budget. 

Chancellor Phillip Ham¬ 
mond had announced that 
National Insurance contribu¬ 
tions for self-employed peo¬ 
ple would rise year-on-year 
from 9 per cent in 2017 to 11 
per cent in 2019. 

The Government has now 
scrapped the move following 
outcry that it went against a 
manifesto promise. 

fohn Mayhew, board di¬ 
rector of Suffolk Chamber in 
Haverhill & District, said: “In 
response to the Government’s 
change of heart regarding the 
NI contribution rise, we are 
pleased that the Chancellor 
has listened to the voice of 
business, both through Suf¬ 
folk Chamber in Haverhill 
and District and the cham¬ 
ber of commerce network the 
length and breadth of the UK. 
We will now use this time to 
challenge the Chancellor to

reflect and look at business 
and employment taxation in 
the round, to ensure that our 
tax system is competitive and 
equitable.” 

However, other budget 
plans have proved more con¬ 
troversial. 

Robert Mason, of Sturmer 
Nurseries, said the changes 
to the business rates would 
be damaging after the rate¬ 
able value of his business 
rose from £25,500 in 2014 to 
£32,250 this year, a rise of 26 
per cent. 

Mr Mason said: “I fail to see 
how anyone can justify a rate 
rise of this magnitude. If the 
people of Haverhill saw their 
Council Tax rise by this much 
in a single year, it would be 
political dynamite. 

“Businesses such as mine 
are a soft target and it’s simply 
not fair.” 

Mr Mayhew said: “In terms 
of business rates, the £300m 


made available to soften rises 
is welcome to local business¬ 
es in and around Haverhill, 
but we need our local coun¬ 
cils to be responsive and at 
the top of their game in using 
their discretion, otherwise the 
local impact will be minimal. 

“Equally, it was good to hear 
the Chancellor acknowledg¬ 
ing that there is scope to re¬ 
form the revaluation system. 
The lack of a timetable and 
any detail is, however, frus¬ 
trating as we need answers 
and direction now.” 

The chamber of commerce, 
which is working on improv¬ 
ing the A1307 also welcomed 
a move to tackle urban road 
congestion with a fund of 
£690m. Mr Mayhew said it 
sounded “useful” despite cur¬ 
rent uncertainties about allo¬ 
cation of the new fund.

Cash for extra 
youth sessions 


A PROJECT to improve the 
lives of young people has 
been given £2,000 for extra 
sessions after double the 
expected number of young¬ 
sters signed up. 

The Junior Singpost 
course, run by One Haver¬ 
hill targets young, anxious 
and vulnerable 14-18 year 
olds and aims to improve 
their chances of developing 
into ‘confident, emotional¬ 
ly balanced young people’. 

Initial funding only al¬ 
lowed for 15 youngsters to 
take part from both Castle 
Manor and Samuel Ward 
Academy but between the 
two schools double that 
signed up. 

To cope with demand 
Haverhill Town Council 
approved a request for 
£2,000 of extra funding at a 
meeting of the leisure and 
community committee on 
March 7, for another 12- 
week course to run. 

Youth Skills manager 
Karen Chappie said: “The 
project is going well. I am

pleased we are able to offer 
this project and meet the 
needs of our young people 
and encourage their emo¬ 
tional well being. 

“We will continue to sup¬ 
port as many young people 
as we can going forward 
and I am hopeful the pro¬ 
gramme will make a real 
difference to the vulnerable 
young people we are work¬ 
ing with.” 

The current course 
which runs until May 18, 
includes taster sessions in 
golf, chocolate making and 
flower arranging. 

Ms Chappie said that the 
taster sessions in the new 
course would not necessar¬ 
ily be the same as the cur¬ 
rent ones. 

She said: “We will try to 
encourage the young peo¬ 
ple to share their ideas and 
look at what outcomes we 
are looking to achieve with 


different groups. For in¬ 
stance, if there was a par¬ 
ticular issue that the major¬ 
ity of the group shared, we 
would look at addressing 
it within the sessions of¬ 
fered.” 

Counsellors are also pre¬ 
sent during the programme 
to provide specialist help 
and to encourage group 
chats about emotions. 

An adult signpost course 
has been running for over 
a year and it is hoped that 
the two courses can work 
together to improve each 
others’ lives. 

Speaking at the Haver¬ 
hill leisure and community 
meeting, councillors were 
keen to show support for 
growing the project. 

Cllr Andy Williams said 
it would be ‘money well 
spent’.

But fear not, fans - five months 
on and the Somerset-born cook, 
whose final GBBO hurrah came 
in the form of a National 
Television Award for Best TV 
Judge earlier this year, is back 
with a new BBC2 TV series and 
accompanying cookbook, Mary 
Berry Everyday, celebrating 
items which have formed the 
cornerstone of her cooking over 
six decades. 

"I was thinking about, as the 
title suggests, the everyday," 
explains Mary, 81, whose 
culinary career started, aged 21, 
with training at Le Cordon Bleu 
school, France. 

"Everyday can be just with the 
family, it can mean having 
friends around, it can be a 
special occasion” 

While the six-part series will 
follow Mary as she travels to 
Scotland to enjoy the best of 
their everyday larder; try her 
hand at bee keeping; and teach 
her grand-daughter to milk a 
goat and make cheese, the tie-in 
tome will document her own 
kitchen creations (120, to be 
exact), alongside top tricks and 
tips. 

With everything from hearty 
and wholesome, to indulgent 
and easy crowd-pleasers on the 
menu, it's a catalogue that's sure 
to please. 

"All the recipes are tried out at 
home," notes the star, who 
reveals she welcomes 
constructive criticism from her 
tight-knit family (Mary often 
cooks for her husband, Paul 
Hunnings, and their 
children and 
grandchildren). 

"The children 
might say, 'Oh 
yuckj or someone 
may say, 'That 
takes too long to 
doj and those don't 
go in the book," she 
confides. "But I 
make sure there 
aren't too many of 
those! 

"It's important 


not to have too many ingredients 
or pieces of equipment," she 
adds. "I want to 
inspire people to 
cook, and I do 
think a book is a 
nice thing to have. 
I'm very lucky that 
people trust me 
and that they have 
a go." 

With more than 
70 titles under her 
belt, it's safe to say 
people do trust 
Mary - and fans 


will be pleased to hear she isn't 
hanging up her apron strings any 
time soon. 

"I'm not stepping back; I am 
doing different things," Mary 
insists, resolute in her choice to 
keep busy. 

"Maybe Mel (Giedroyc), Sue 
(Perkins) and I will get down to 
something..." she adds cryptically 
- the Bake Off co-presenters also 
decided to quit the popular 
series when the shock channel 
switch was announced - though 
it's unlikely to happen overnight. 

"I've got a new series on 


country houses coming up, I'll be 
doing a bit at Chelsea (Flower 
Show) I expect, and I'll be doing 
a new series for 2018," says Mary. 
"Don't worry, I won't be idle."

If you read this column a couple 
of weeks ago (thanks for coming 
back, keep taking the tablets) I 
told you that Asda had brought 
out a sparkling wine to catch the 
attention of prosecco drinkers. 

Asda has blended pinot grigio 
and a grape called glera (which is 
used to make prosecco) to create 
its new wine Progrigio (£5,11% 
abv). 

What do I think of it? I'm 
making life difficult for myself 
with a mini scientific experiment. 

I was in Asda a couple of days 
ago and spotted a cava, also for a 
fiver. I love cava and think it's

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massively overlooked by fizz 
lovers. 

I bought Margues Del Norte 
Cava Vintage Brut (11.5% abv) 
and challenged myself to a 
fizz-off with these two wines. 

I've marked on bubble strength, 
aromas, taste and overall 
impression. Yes. I'm sitting on the 
settee doing this right now on my 
own. Call me sad... 


PROGRIGIO 

■ Bubbles: Well, it has bubbles 
- 2 marks. 

■ Aromas: Apples, grapes, a hint 


of flowers but also something 
plasticky - 2 marks 

■ Taste: A burst of mouth¬ 
watering acidity; fruit flavours 
disappear very quickly leaving a 
tinny aftertaste - 1 mark 

■ Overall impression: 2 marks 

MARQUES DEL NORTE 

■ Bubbles: This cava enjoyed 
being poured - 3 marks 

■ Aromas: Cava is made in the 
same way as champagne which 
means there are aromas of fresh 
apples, citrus, and newly baked 
buttery bread - 3 marks 

■ Taste: Apple, a touch of 
caramel (like the edges of a 
crispy apple pie) and the juiciness 
retains some flavour after you've 
sipped - 3 marks 

■ Overall impression: 3 marks 
I'll leave you to do the maths. 


ALSO IN MY GLASS... 

HERE are two more new kids, a 
white and a red. 

Little Pebble (RRP £8, 
Sainsbury's, 12% abv) is a 
sauvignon blanc from 
Marlborough, New Zealand. 

The wine is pale lemon and 
its cool blue label gives it the 
vibe of a crystal clear 
mountain stream. The name 
itself suggests glossy sun- 
glinted stones as the water 
tinkles over them. 

Never mind the poetry Jane 
- what of the wine? It was a 
winner with my pal as we 
sipped it together. It is fresh 
and vividly typical of 
sauvignon blanc - with 
aromas of tropical fruit and 
just a touch of nettle with a 
sprightly citrus flavour. 


Abbotts & Delaunay Merlot 
2015 (Majestic, £9.99 or £7.99 
in a buy six deal, 13% abv) 
is a wine in one of two new 
Languedoc ranges from 
Abbots and Delaunay - Wild 
Fruits and Wild Flowers. 

This merlot is from the 
fruits range and after a long 
day I tasted it with a simple 
fried steak with fried 
mushrooms and onions. 

Merlot, my friend in a 
glass, came along and 
soothed me with its blackberry 
and plum aromas and a flirt 
with spice; it has soft tannins, 
juicy acidity and plummy 
roundness. The following 
night I sipped on its own, but 
I much preferred it with food.

slowly to make a smooth 
paste before adding the rest. 

5. Return the meat to the 
dish, then pour in the flour 
mixture and stock. Stir over a 
high heat until the liquid is 
thickened and bubbling. 

6. Add onion marmalade/ 
chutney, Worcestershire 
sauce, gravy browning and 
bay leaves. Season, then stir 
as you bring back up to the 
boil. Cover with the lid and 
place in the oven for two to 
two-and-a-half hours. 

7. To make the dumplings, 
measure the flour and suet 
into a bowl and season. 

8. Gradually stir in 125- 
150ml of water to make a 
soft, sticky dough. Transfer to 
a floured work surface and 
gently knead until smooth. 


9. Sprinkle flour onto baking 
paper, sit the dough on top 
and roll into a rectangle 
about 15x25cm. Spread the 
top with the horseradish 
sauce and scatter with the 
parsley. Roll the dough into 
a Swiss roll, working from 
the long side. 

10. Chill in the fridge for 45 
minutes and slice into eight. 

11. When the meat is tender,

pushing right down to the 
top of the biscuit base.

Cover with 
cling film and chill in the 
fridge for a minimum of six 
hours, or ideally overnight.

Run a palette knife around 
the edges of the tin before 
removing the sides and base, 
and sit it on a serving plate.

Fuel has now gone 
up £10 in last year 

MOTORISTS are paying more than 
£10 extra for a tank of fuel than 
they were at this time last year, 
according to new figures. 

At the end of February, unleaded 
petrol cost an average of 120.23p 
a litre, an increase of 18.6p on the 
price a year ago of 101.65p. 

Meanwhile, the price of a typical 
litre of diesel stood at 122.25p, 
while a year ago it was 101.31 p, 
almost 21 p less. 

There was some good news 
for hard-pressed drivers during 
February, however, with the stats 
revealing that fuel prices were at 
least stable during the month. 

And looking back to December 
1,2014, unleaded cost 121.18p 
a litre, while diesel was 126.11 p - 
both higher than they are today. 

It now costs £66.13 to fill an 
average petrol-powered family car, 
as opposed to £55.91 a year ago. 
Meanwhile a driver will be forking 
out £67.24 to fill a typical diesel 
car, compared to £55.72 in March 
last year (assuming a 55-litre fuel 
tank).

Boro made a flying start to 
the match and were 2-0 up 
inside 15 minutes thanks to 
goals from Charlie Holmes 
and Swallow. 

Woodbridge finally got into 


the game and forced a good 
save from Boro keeper Paul 
Walker. 

And the home side eventu¬ 
ally reduced the deficit in the 
25th minute when a header 
was glanced into the net from 
a deep cross. 

Swallow was unfortu¬ 
nate not to restore Boro’s 
two-goal lead when his shot 
was tipped over the bar just 
before half time, and at 
the start of the second half 
Woodbridge put the visitors 
under more pressure.
